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The  principal  purpose  of  North  Georgia  College  is  to  provide  an  appropriate  liberal  arts  and 
scientific  educational  program  for  all  its  students,  while  developing  in  its  young  men,  through  a 
sound  military  program,  the  competencies  needed  for  successful  military  careers.  It  further  recog- 
nizes that  the  vocational  and  professional  needs  of  its  students  are  best  served  on  the  senior-col- 
lege level  through  specialized  programs  of  study  built  upon  or  around  a  well-developed  general 
education  program. 
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In  order  to  make  its  facilities  available  as  much  of  the  year 
as  possible,  North  Georgia  College  operates  on  the  four-quarter 
system,  the  summer  quarter  differing  from  the  others  only  in  the 
nature  of  the  work  offered,  taking  into  account  the  needs  of 
teachers  in  service  and  others  who  need  specialized  work.  Summer 
school  information  is  available  in  April.  Freshmen  may  enter 
any  quarter.  Almost  all  required  freshman  and  sophomore  sub- 
jects are  offered  every  quarter.
